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ABSTRACT 

This document presents 385 different homicide rates 
for each of two time periods (1976-2 979 and 1980-1984) taken from the 
Comparative Homicide File (CHF) of the Supplemental Homicide Report 
of the Federal Bureau of Investigation for the United States as a 
whole. The complete CHF includes these 385 rates, aggregated across 
separate years in these two periods, for each of the states, major 
cities, and metropolitan areas. The methods used to calculate the 
rates are discussed. The summary notes that the CHF constitutes a new 
data file which includes the previously mentioned 385 rates and 385 
counts for each of the 50 states and the District of Columbia, for 
all cities with a population of 100,000 or more (N=168), and for 
their respective metropolitan areas (N=125). The document concludes 
that the data presented can be a valuable resource for research on 
homicide. Tables and graphs illustrating the data are included.

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The purpose of this brief article is to make available a unique set 
of homicide rates for the United States. These rates are part of a larger 
source of data on homicide in the United States cl.e "Comparative 

Homicide File" (CHF) , which is available to the research community on 
computer tape. 
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The CHF contains homicide rates at a level of specificity which has 
heretofore not been readily available to independent investigators. Thus, 
while detailed analyses of homicide have been conducted using local (e.g., 
city) data sets (see Block 1985 for a review), little has been done at the 
national level (see Riedel and Zahn 1985 for an exception) . In this 
article we present 385 different homicide rates for each of two time 
periods (1976-79 and 1980-84) for the united Stater as a whole. The 
complete CHF includes these 385 rates, aggregated across separate years in 
these two periods, for each of the states, major cities, and metropolitan 
areas. The data tape and documentation will be distributed to researchers 
from the National Institute of Justice in Washington, D.C. 

Even the small part of the CHF presented in this article will be 
useful for understanding the nature of homicide ir> American society and 
for interpreting the results of other studies. For example, a recent 
analysis found that the relationship between stress and homicide was 
different for intra- family , acquaintance, and stranger homicides (Bachman- 
Prehn, Linsky, and Straus, 1988). Our interpretation of this finding was 
based on the assumption that most stranger homicides occur in connection 
with other crimes rather than as part of an interpersonal conflict. We 
were able to test this assumption using the data in the section headed 
"circumstance by relationships" of Table 1 of this article. By converting 
the counts for variables V189 to V193 in Table 1 to percentages, we found 
that 73% of the stranger homicides in 198G-84 occurred in connection with 
some other crime. 
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Even though work on creating the CHF was only recently completed, a 
number of papers have already been published or presented, for example, 
Bachraan-Prehn, Linsky, and Straus (1988), Browne and Williams (1987a, b)[ 
Linsky, Bachraan-Prhen, and Strau3, (1988), Plass and Straus (1987), Straus 
(1987a, b), Williams (1987a, 1988). These papers only scratch the surj_a;e. 
The complete CHF offers almost unlimited possibilities for important 
research because the file contains 385 homicide rates, each for two time 
periods, and each for 50 states, 168 cities, and 125 metropolitan areas, 
together with an extensive set of socio-cultural characteristics for these 
units . 



METHOD 



The Comparative Homicide File 



As mentioned earlier, the data to be presented are from the 
"Comparative Homicide File" (CHF). The CHF makes available for the first 
time homicide rates that distinguish between \ictiras and offenders, the 
relationship between victims and offenders, and five other variables age, 
gender, race, the circumstances under which the homicide occurred, and the 
type of weapon used, and all possible two-way combinations of these 
variables 



Coverage Of the CHF. The complete CHF includes rates for 1976-79 and 
1980-84 for the 50 states and the District of Columbia, for all cities 
with a population of 100,000 or more (N-168) , and for their respective 
metropolitan areas (N-125). The file includes a total o:: 2,310 homicide 
rates: 385 rates for 1976-79 and the same data for 1980-84, and each of 
these 770 rates is available for state, cities, and metropolitan areas. 
Table 1 identifies the rates and counts which are available. 

Since the N for each of the geographic units is different, the CHF is 
actually three parallel files. There are also procedures to create 
additional rates when needed for a particular study and a file of 164 
measures of the socio-cultural characceristics of the states, cities or 
metropolitan area, such as median income, median education, percent Black, 
etc. for each state, city, or metropolitan area. 

Source Of Data. The CHF was computed from the Supplemental Homicide 
Report data tapes provided by the Federal Bureau of Investigation for the 
years 1976-1984, a total of over 156,624 homicides. Despite the wealth of 
information on these tapes, they are underutilized by the scientific and 
administrative community. The reason is rhat they are extremely difficult 
to process. For example, the records vary in length, making the tapes 
unreadable by most statistical programs. Also, each year the file 
includes data on about 20,000 homicides. Hence computer storage and 
processing time is excessive. In collaboration with Robert Flewelling, 
and with funds from a National Institute of Justice grant, we spent more 
than two years in creating fixed-record size files in SPSS statistical 
program format; and in adding population data and using this population 
data to compute the rates for each of the states, major cities, and 
metropolitan areas of the United States.

Comparison With Other Homicide Dat,a Sources . The CHF rates differ in 
a number of ways from the Uniform Crime Report (UCR) homicide data 
published by the FBI, and also from the homicide death rates published as 
part of the Vital Statistics of the United States by the National Center 
for Health Statistics. The UCR rates refer to homicide "events" rather 
than to the characteristics of the victim or the aggressor. The annual 
FBI publication Crime In the United States does provide counts or 
percentages for the six victim and offender characteristics used to create 
the CHF, but not each of the possible combinations of these six variables, 
not in the form of rates, and only for the United States as a whole, i.e., 
not for states, cities, or metropolitan areas. The Vital Statistics give 
homicide victimization by age, gender, and race, but no information on 
homicide offenders, and only the combination of gender and race, or in 
some cases age, gender, and race. Most of the data is available only for 
the nation or for states, not for cities and metropolitan areas. The CHF . 
by contrast, includes both victim and offender rates and also specifies 
each rate by the six variables available in the Supplemental Homicide 
Reports: age, gender, race, relation between victim and offender, weapon 
used, and the circumstance under which the murder was committed. In 
addition, rates have been computed for each of the "two-way" combinations 
of these variables. Moreover, these rates are available for states, major 
cities, and metropolitan areas. The procedures for aggregating the data 
and computing rates are given in detail in Williams and Flewelling (1987), 
and are summarized below. 



P rocedure For Computing Rates 

The calculation of homicide rates from the Supplemental Homicide 
Reports (SHR) is complicated by two problems. First, reporting agencies 
occasionally fail to submit monthly SHR forms to the UCR office. This 
non- reporting can range from a partial year of coverage to a total absence 
of SHR data for a given year (e.g., Chicago in 1984 or Houston in 1982). 
In any case, the result is that rates calculated from SHR data will be 
underestimated in areas with non- reporting. Fortunately, the UCR off^e 
monitors monthly non reporting and provides adjusted counts (i.e., 
"estimated totals") of homicide victims in Crime in tha United States . 
So the extent to which the number of victims in the SHR underestimates the 
total number of victims in the UCR can be estimated for any given year. A 
weighting procedure, therefore, was devised for rate calculations which 
compensates for non-reporting in the SHR (for a full discussion see 
Williams and Flewelling, 1987). 

Second, among the homicide incidents reported, information on 
offender characteristics and thus the victim/offender relationship is 
often missing. For example, for the cities of 100,000 population or more, 
data on the victim/offender relationship are missing for approximately 25 
percent of the events, on the average. Such missing data can result in 
the underestimation of relationship -specif ic rates and in biased parameter 
estimates of theoretical models. This problem was addressed by using an 
adjustment procedure that incorporates such missing data in the rate 
calculations. 

The general strategy of the adjustment procedure was to extrapolate 
the characteristics (e.g., relationship) of the known cases to these with 
missing information. Within this general strategy, the adjustments were 
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determined and applied separately on the basis of the nature of the 
precipitating event. Tor example, felony events with missing 

victim/offender relationship were classified according to the distribution 
of felony events with known relationship. This refinement of the general 
strategy, therefore, takes advantage of what is known about precipitating 
events of incidents with missing information on victim/offender 
relationship, yielding more accurate estimates of family, acquaintance, 
and stranger homicide rates (again see Williams and Flewelling, 1987, for 
a detailed description of the procedure) . 

Using these weighting and adjustment procedures, relationship by 
event-specific rates were calculated as follows: 

Specific homicide rate - ( (I/P) x 100,000)/5, 

where I - the total number of weighted and adjusted incidents 
of murder and non-negligent manslaughter of a specific 
type (e.g., incidents involving strangers and conflicts), 
and 

P - the total population of the city. 

The division uy five indicates that the rates were calculated over 
the 1980-84 period, and then expressed on a per year basis. 



THE RATES AND COUNTS 

Table 1 presents the average annual homicide rates per 100,000 for 
the United States, specified by each of the six variables available and by 
each of the possible "two-way" combinations of these six variables. It 
also includes the "counts" which were used as the numerators to compute 
these rates. These counts, and percentages based on the counts, are 
important for certain purposes, as illustrated by the example in the 
introduction and in Figure 2.

The "Variable Names" used by CHF are given so that users of the data 
can identify the specific variables without ambiguity. Th* letter V in 
the variable names indicates that it is victimization data. The letter F 
in the variable names in the latter part of Table 1 indicates that those 
variables refer to offender data. 
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ILLUSTRATIVE DATA ON GENDER DIFFERENCES 

Thr graphs in this section are intended to illustrate the way the 
1,540 data points in Table 1 can be plotted to rcore adequately describe 
the patterns of homicide in the United States than has been possible up to 
now. Specifically, we used the 1980-84 rates for V106 to Vlll to plot 
gender-specific victimization and offense rates according to the 
relationship of victim and offender (Figure 1), and the counts for V106 to 
Vlll to graph the percentage of male and female victims who were killed by 
a family member , an acquaintance , or a stranger (Figure 2) . These are 
just four of the many two-way combinations of variables in Table 1. 
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The top half of Figure 1 shows that men are homicide victims at a 
much higher rate than women, and this gender difference applies regardless 
of whether the assailant is a member of the same family as the victim, an 
acquaintance, or a stranger. However, the excess of male victimizations 
over female is least when the offender is a family member. It is ironic, 
but consistent with many studies of r-on-lethal assault victimizations 
(summarized in Straus and Gelles, 1988), that a woman's chances of being 
murdered comes close to that of men only within the family. The bottom 
half of Figure i shows even greater differences between women and men in 
homicide offense rates. Men murder strangers at a rate that is 31 times 
greater than the rate for women, acquaintances at a 7.7 times higher rate, 
and family members at a 2.2 times greater rate. The similarity of women 
to men in respect to intra-taraily homicidal assaults has also been found 
in many studies of non-lethal assaults by women within the family (Straus 
and Gelles , 1988) .

Figure 2 gives the percent cf all homicides which fall into the three 
main victim-offender relationship categories The cop half ^ives this data 
for men and shows that when men are victims, the offenders is most likely 
to be someone they already know, but not a member of their own family. 
The bottom half gives the same da a for women and shows that when women 
are murdered, the chances are much greater that it will be at the hands of 
a member of their own family than is the case for nien (41.9% of female 
homicide victims versus 17.1% of male victims). 



SUMMARY AND CONCLUSION 

This paper makes available and illustrates the use of 385 homicide 
rates and 385 homicide counts for the United States for each cf two time 
periods: 1976-79 and 1980-84. These data are from a new data resource- - 
the Comparative Homicide File (CHF). The complete CHF includes these 385 
rates and 385 counts for each of the 50 states and the District of 
Columbia, for all cities with a population of 100,000 or more (N-168), and 
for their respective metropolitan areas (N-125). The data presented in 
this article, and the larger data set (which is available on computer 
tape) can be a valuable resource for research on homicide.
